SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Superintending School Committee would report 
the condition of the schools in Londonderry, for the year 
ending March 1, 1870, as follows ; 

The school year now elapsed, has been one of peace and 
quietness. Our teachers have held the sceptre of rule in 
some instances with firm and in others, with a feeble 
grasp and yet there have been no insurrections and but 
few ‘* peaceable secessions.’”? No case of discipline, even, 
has arisen requiring the interference of other authority 
than that of the teacher. Whether it be due to improved 
methods or to the increasing culture and refinement of 
the age we will leave it to the philosopher to say, but it is 
cause for congratulation that the rude insubordination 
and coarse discipline of former days have passed away. 

TeacHerS.—Although neighboring cities have taken 
from us several of our best teachers, our prudential com- 
mittees (a majority of whom we think have done their 
whole duty ) have in the main been fortunate in the se- 
lection of teachers. Many of these have been teachers of 
experience whose methods are above criticism, others 
were beginners whose first attempts have been indicative 
of much future usefulness. Entertaining much respect for 
the teachers whose acquaintance we have made in the way 
of our duty, and feeling that they afford us quite as much 
physical labor, brain work, nerve work and heart work as 
we pay for and more than many of us appreciate, it is 
with some hesitation we criticise their labors and ‘ ask 
for more.” We must, however, be allowed to say the 
great fault of the teaching of the day is that it is too close- 
ly and exclusively confined to the words of the text book. 
Left to himself, the pupil is inclined blindly to follow the 
words of his book until his education becomes a mere 
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matter of memorising rather than thinking. We found 
the pupils in one school committing the answer of thdse 
questions only which would come to their turn, and inas- 
much as the teacher asked no questions gf his own or in 
any Way varied the exercise, it was found to be quite a 
saving of labor. The word text-book indicates of itself 
that the mere ground work, and not the entire lesson is 
to be drawn therefrom. A method employed by some 
teachers for the suppression of the mischievous habit of whis- 
pering seems to us liable to grave objectious. 

A great many of our boys and girls. we doubt not 
make honest responses when the ‘“ whispering roll ” is 
called, but we fear in many instances it leads to mental 
reservations if not to downright mendacity, and besides if 
some time is reclaimed from whispering the old style of 
whispering a great deal is lost in the practice of the deaf 
and dumb alphabet, in whispering by proxy and many 
other ingenious and convenient modes of communicating 
ideas. A majority of teachers persist in teaching spelling 
almost exclusively from the spelling book. It may bea 
labor saving method but it is behind the times. A better 
way is to select words from the reading lesson to be writ 
ten or spelled orally and defined. The orthography ofa 
word is thus associated with its use and the better remem- 
bered. 

CLASSIFICATION.—A serious evil in our schools is the great 
multiplicity of classes, if, indeed, it can be said a school is classed 
at all when the teacher hears nearly as many recitations in any 
given branch as there are pupils attending to it. In a school of 
seventeen scholars we found eight classes in Arithmetic, in another 
there were nine classes in Arithmetic and seven in Geography. 
There must be ‘ reconstruction ” and consolidation. There should 
be but two classes in Grammar, two in Geography nor more than 
three in Written Arithmetic in any of our schools. 
~ Complete authority should be exercised in this matter of classi- 
fication. At present pupils classify themselves according to the 
dictates of their own ambition or fancy. This is especially true of 
the reading classes and we often find pupils in the highest class 
who would make more progress and a Letter appearance in a lower 
one. 

ATTENDANCE.—There is much room for improvementin the 
matter of Attendance. It will be noticed in the table of Statisties 
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the average. per cent of attendanee in district No. 6 for the year 
is 94—in No. 11,95, while the attendance in the Summer term 
in No. 8, was 73; in No. 5, 72; in No. 7, 74; No. 9, 70. There 
is a wide margin between the figures. In the former districts the 
loss of schooling was small, in the latter, over one quarter of 
it was lost—one dollar in four of the school money lost from non- 
attendance. A teacher in accounting for the numerous tardy 
marks in his register informed us the children of the district were 
not early risers. Are we to infer the boys and girls of Nos. 6 
and 11 getup earlier in‘ the morning than the balance of the 
children of the town, and are they smarter when they are up? 

In reference to this lazy habit of tardiness, so incorrectly are re- 
turns made by teachers that it cannot now be ascertained which 
district is entitled to the distinction of having had the greatest 
number of instances during the year. We trust in future, teach- 
ers will keep the record correctly, calling the roll immediately 
upon epening school so that we may see in just what part of the 
town “ Sleepy Hollow” is located. 

In eur judgement our schools, asa whole were never in a bet- 
ter or more prosperous condition than at the present. That they 
may be still more efficient for the promotion of inteligence, 
morality and refinement, let us bring to their management still 
more liberality, more judgement and more interest.

SPECIAL REPORTS. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer Term, Miss M. Jennie Moar, teacher. 

Miss M. taught six weeks, when her health failing, she 
was obliged to resign. We only sav the school at its com- 
mencement ; but judge from the report of the prudential - 
committee that Miss Moar was sustaining her well- 
_ grounded reputation as a teacher, and accomplishing much 
for the advancement of her pupils. ‘That they found the 
school room a pleasant place, is apparent from the high 
per cent. of attendance, and from the fact that twenty out 
of thirty-three were neither absent or tardy. 

Winter term, Miss Fanny M. Webster teacher. 

A good winter’s work has been accomplished by the 
boys and girls of district No.1. Miss Webster as a teach- 
er is competent in scholarship, enthusiastic and energetic 
and up to the times. She acquired the confidence of her 
scholars and succeeded in awakening very much iuterest 
and ambition. <A term of sixteen weeks under the direc- 
tion of such a teacner could but produce the best results. 
At thh examination we found very much to commend. 
Improvement was universal—particularly noticable in the 
younger classes, and in penmansnip. The abvanced class 
read with much correction and in good voice. Singing 
and maw drawing were among the good features of this 
‘school. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Summer, Miss Mary E. Dana, teacher. 
A more satisfactory examination than that with which 
Miss Dana closed her school, it has not been our fortune 
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to witness. The reading was only a little lacking in 
energy to be entitled to the highest praise ; the spelling 
good; the penmanship very neat and progressive. A 
class in history had digested and assimilated what they 
had studied—a very different thing from merely memo- 
rizing the text. In grammar, the principles were not only 
learned, but reduced to practice in correcting false syntax 
and writing compositions, and there was a certain readi- 
ness and freshness in every exercise that proved the pupils 
were exhibiting the gains of the term and not the hoard- 
ings of all their past schooling. The moral atmosphere of 
the term, also, was pure and serene, without a squall or 
even acloud. Such results point to critical scholarship 
in the teacher, and to rare judgment in her methods of 
tuition and discipline. Miss Dana reports Misses Florence 
EK. Boyd, Ella F. Gage, Carrie L. Moar, Frances L. Fi- 
field, and Luella A. Campbell, in a class writing their 
spelling lessons, as not having missed a word. 

Winter, Mr. James B. Martin. 

If Mr. Martin did not quite succeed in sustaining the 
good reputation which this school has achieved of late un- 
der the guidance of so many superior teachers, he yet got 
through the term pleasantly and accomplished, we think, 
an average amount of good. Had he put a little more 
“snap ’”’ into his manner, and held the reins of discipline 
only a little more firmly over the heads of some of the 
young rogues, we have no doubt his school would have 
been an entire success. 

We are happy to say the conduct of the pupils at the 
examination was unexceptionable and the exercises as a 
whole, creditable to teacher and scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer, Miss Ella KE. Gilcreast. 

Miss Gilcreast here took her “ first degree ” in teaching, 
presiding over her little flock with quiet dignity, and giv- 
ing much promise of future success as a teacher. The 
school was well disciplined and faithfully taught. We 
have attended few more pleasant or satisfactory examina- 
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tions than that which closed the term. Arithmetic per- 
haps, outshone other branches—definitions and rules being 
very promptly given, and examples elearly explained. 
Creditable compositions were read and neat penmanship 
exhibited. The tidy appearance of the pupils and the 
very tasteful floral decorations of the school room, con- 
tributed no little to give interest to the occasion. 

Winter, Miss Louise M. Dana. 

It was also the good fortune of the district to have a 
quiet, orderly, and profitable winter term of school. The 
examination evinced thoroughness energy and capacity on 
the part of the teacher, and industry and ambition in the 
scholars. They read and recited promptly and in good 
round tones of voice. They excelled again in arithmetic 
while neatness and good improvement was seen in pen- 
manship, in which branch, thanks to certain good teachers, 
this district excels. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer and Winter, Miss Lucy M. Boyd. 

This school, under the judicious administration of Miss 
Boyd, presents a good record for the year. At the exami- 
nation closing the summer term, we found it in an excel- 
lent state of discipline, and listened to some very prompt 
and creditable exercises. The classes in geography, in 
particular, had done well. There seemed but one source 
of regret and that was the brevity of the term. 

The position of teacher in the winter term has proved 
of late rather a trying one. Miss Boyd, however, happily 
possessing the requisite energy, and tact, and patience, 
safely passed the ordeal, and brought the term to a suc- 
cessful close. The examination witnessed very good ex- 
ercises, generally, The classes in arithmetic were deserv- 
ing of especial commendation. The moderate amount 
expended in enlarging the school-room has proved a very 
good investment in greatly increasing the comfort of 
teachers and pupils... 
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DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer, Miss Julia E. Hayes. 

Miss Hayes ventured upon this “ trial trip” in teaching 
well prepared in point of scholarship, and with a very 
commendable ambition and enthusiasm, and if the results 
were not quite equal to her anticipations, or to those of 
her employers, the experiment was yet by no means a fail- 
ure, but one which, with the added lessons of experience, 
will well bear repeating, with every probability of full 
success. If we have witnessed better examinations in 
this school than that at the close of the term. the exercises 
were yet very fair and proved the teacher had not been 
remiss in the discharge of her duty. The school-room 
was tastefully decorated and the cecasion graced by the 
presence of an unusual number of parents and friends. 

Winter, Mr. Thomas S. McAllister. 

A successful and profitable school. The methods of 
Mr. McAllister we consider judicious and excellent, pro- 
ducing a good state of discipline easily and noislessly, and 
tending in the true sense of the term to educate and de- 
velop the mind of the pupil. Unlike many of our teachers 
he requires his scholars to comprehend their lessons as 
well as commit them to memory, and as a consequence, 
we found, at the examination, the pupils had laid up 
stores of ideas as well as words. 

The closing exercises were universally prompt and cred- 
itable. The only word of censure we have for the schol- 
ars is that they should have shown a better appreciation 
of their opportunities by a more constant and untardy at- 
tendance. 


DISTRIOT NO. 6. 


Summer and Winter, Miss Louise E. Mullins. 

This district has again been fortunate in the possession 
of an energetic, judicious and progressive teacher, and if. 
at the present time no district in town is in a better work- 
ing condition it is owing in no small measure to the fact 
that it has been exempted in an unusual degree from thie 
great evil of a constant change of teachers. The exami- 
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nation closing each term suggested many ‘‘ notes of admi- 
ration.’ <A class in Colburn’s Arithmetic—the best in 
town—had thoroughly mastered the book. In geography 
attention had profitably been given to map drawing, and 
neat specimens were produced. In grammar the pupils 
had been taught to correct false syntax and write compo- 
sitions, and a useful exercise was occasionally practiced, 
of correcting common errors in pronunciation. Penman- 
ship, also, was in the ascendancy, as usual in this school. 
We are happy to say the boys and girls of No. 6, yet 
maintain their enviable reputation in the matter of at- 
tendance. It is nearly correct to cay that but one pupil 
was marked for absence during the winter term, while 
tardiness seems to be unknown. Whispering, likewise, 
the “ original sin ’’ of our schools, is said not to have 
occurred during the summer term. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Summer, Miss Etta M. George. 

Miss George has had considerable experience, is thor- 
ough in scholarship and energetic and business like in the 
school-reom. The discipline was excellent, and appar- 
ently secured in a very quiet way, and if at the examina- 
tion, in point of proficiency and thoroughness the school 
failed to equal our expectations, we are inclined to attri- 
bute the failure partly to irregularity of attendance and 
partly we are suspicious too much time was wasted by the 
pupils in the preparation of dialogues for the entertain- 
ment of visitors. 

Winter, Mr. Samuel Gilcreast. ° 

Mr. Gilcreast is widely known as an experienced and 
successful teacher, and although of late years he has 
yielded the ferule to younger hands, the result of this term 
proves that he yet remains master of the art. While he 
disclaims having taught a “ model school” the exercises 
of the examination made it manifest the pupils had re- 
ceived much faithfuland thorough instruction. If they do 
not become better thinkers and reasoners from the lessons 
of the term, the fault cannot be with the teacher. We 
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find one educator in this school whose lessons we cannot 
so well approve. The citizens of this district cannot fail 
to see that the influence of their school-room while in its 
present neglected condition is sadly demoralizing. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer, Miss Emma L. Jenness. 

Acquiring the entire confidence and sympathy of her 
pupils, Miss Jenness seemed to infuse into them her own 
untiring energy and enthusiasm, and in consequence a 
greal deal of work was accomplished during the too brief 
term of ten weeks. In some fof our schools the pupils 
do not permit their studies to interfere with the pleasure 
of social intercourse; here we found every one intent 
upon his book. The examination after a term thus im- 
proved, could but be a perfect success. It was an occa- 
sion of much interest and satisfaction to the large number 
of auditors present. 

Where all the exercises were excellent we will specify 
but one—an exercise in mental arithmetic—for rapidity 
and correctness it was the best we have heard in town. 
As a memento of their esteem, the pupils presented to Miss 
Jenness a costly edition of Whittier’s Poems. 

A fall term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Ida J. 
Mullins, and closed without a public examination so 
brief a space of time had elapsed since that at the close 
of the summer term. We found the school at our several 
visits, in good condition, and judge fair progress had been 
made in the various branches. Miss Mullivs reports thir- 
teen pupils neither absent or tardy, and twenty-five as not 
having whispered during the term. 

Winter, Mr. E. F. Higgins and Mr. John Dickey. 

The term was taught one week by Mr. HK. F. Higgins of 
Dartmouth College, when very much to his own regret 
and that of his pupils, he was obliged on account of sick- 
ness, to resign. From a brief acquaintance with this 
teacher, and from the appearance of the school at our pre- 
liminary visit, we could only predict the best results. 

In this dilemma the prudential committee was fortunate 
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in securing the services of Mr. John Dickey, a gentleman 
as is well-known, competent not only in the theory but in 
the practice of teaching. The appearance of the various 
classes at the examination was sufficient evidence the pu- 
pils had made a good use of their opportunities. The 
classes in arithmetic wrought and explained problems 
readily and with great clearness. The first class, also, we 
noticed, read with much spirit and correctness of empha- 
sis. Asa token of appreciation and respect the scholars 
presented Mr. Dickey a handsome silver goblet.

DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Summer, Miss Julia A. Sanborn. 

Judging mainly from the indications of the examina- 
sion, we are of opinion Miss Sanborn afforded the citizens 
of No. 9, an orderly and profitable school. <A good busi- 
ness had been done in penmanship—some pupils had made 
more than ordinary improvement. The reading was very 
correct—spelling and defining, unusually good. Atten- 
tion had been given to composition, and the exercises were 
enlivened by very creditable declamations and recitations. 

Winter, Miss Josephine L. Bradford. 

Owing to a severe storm we did not visit this school at 
its close. ‘isiting it near the beginning we found it well 
started and every indication promising. We hear from 
several citizeus of the district that our favorable opinion 
was sustained and that Miss B. gave good satisfaction to 
her employers and taught a profitable school. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Miss Sarah E. Clark taught a summer and we think, an 
autumn term, of some sixteen weeks in the aggregate. 
Neglecting to furnish Miss Clark a register, we are unable 
to report the school at length. We think there were but 
three pupils from Londonderry. 
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DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Summer and Winter, Miss Mary J. S. Anderson. 

Although a beginner, Miss Anderson proved a wide 
awake, thorough and methodical teacher, and the school, 
having received a new infusion of life and spirit has, we 
think, advanced more, relatively than any one in town. 
In the summer term, if not much new ground was broken 
in the text books, the old was the more deeply stirred. 
The younger pupils were faithfully taught, and acquired 
much. 

At the examination the scholars by readiness and accu- 
racy in their exercises, as well as by neatly decorating the 
school-room, made the occasion an interesting one to the 
auditors present. We trust they were not disheartened 
by the fact that no parent was present to witness their 
triumphs. 

In the winter term, there was order unexceptionable,— 
there was good spelling and unusual improvement in pen- 
manship. In grammar, hitherto in the background, very 
much has been learned, and the foundation laid for an 
excellent class. In the important matter of attendance, 
the table of statistics shows No. 11 somewhat in advance 
of No. 6, and largely ahead of any other district. It is 
entitled to the praiseworthy distinction of being the 
“banner district’ of the town.
